COMMERCIAL  INTELLIGENCE  COMMITTEE. 

A  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  to  the  Board  of  Trade  on  Com¬ 
mercial  Intelligence  was  held  at  7.  Whitehall  Gardens,  on  Wednesday, 
3rd  October,  1917.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  was  in  the  chair, 
and  there  were  also  present  Sir  H.  Llewellyn  Smith,  Sir  A.  11.  Steel  Maitland, 
Bart.,  M.P.,  Sir  A.  E.  Bateman,  Sir  Hugh  Bell,  Sir  Henry  Birchenough,  Sir 
W.  H.  Clark.  Mr.  T.  Craig-Brown,  Sir  A.  F.  Firth,  Bart.,  Mr.  H.  Fountain, 
Mr.  W.  L.  Griffith  (Canada),  SirC.  A.  Harris  ((ilolonial  Office),  Air.  A.  J. 
Hobson,  Mr.  E.  H.  Laiigdon,  Mr.  Stanley  Machin,  Mr.  J.  W.  Alurray,  Sir  E. 
Parkes,  AI.P.,  Right  Hon.  W.  P.  Schreiner  (South  Africa),  the  Right  Hon. 
Sir  Alljert  Spicer,  Bart,  M.P.,  Air.  G.  J.  Stanley,  Air.  V.  VVellesley  (Foreign 
Office),  and  Air.  Perc}'  Ashley  (Secretary). 

A  Report  on  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence 
during  the  third  (piarter  of  1917  was  laid  before  the  Committee,  and  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  Sir  A.  H.  Steel  Maitland  made  state¬ 
ments  as  to  the  reconstitution  on  an  extended  scale  of  this  Department 
under  tlie  arrangements  recently  concluded  between  the  Board  of  Trade  and 
the  Foreign  Office.

The  War  Office  (Wool  Section)  notify  with  reference  to  the  propose*!  dis¬ 
tribution  of  Colonial  wool  through  London  brokers,  that  the  majority  of 
applications  for  supplies  against  certificates  issued  by  the  Rationing  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  current  three  months’  period  havii  g  now  been  received,  it  has 
l)een  possible  to  determine  the  volume  of  wool  required.  It  has  been  found 
that  ajiplications  for  wool  (from  customers  in  possession  of  certificates)  from 
Government  stocks,  are  neither  in  number  nor  volume  sufficient  to  call  for  a 
distribution  through  the  London  brokers,  and,  therefore,  for  the  time  being, 
consumers  should  take  steps  to  satisfy  their  requirements  by  applications  to 
the  Department’s  Issue  Offices  (Colonial  Wool  Section),  at  Manor  Row, 
Bradford;  Edinburgh;  and  Nailsworth  (for  West  of  England).  It  is 
expected  that  applications  for  supplies  from  Government  stocks  for  the  next 
three-monthly  period  will  be  on  a  larger  scale,  in  which  ca.‘*e  arrangements 
will  be  made  for  distribution  at  fixed  prices  through  the  London  brokers  as 
.soon  as  detailed  applications  from  all  consumers  against  rationing  certificates 
have  been  summarised.  Due  notice  of  such  f  rrangements  will  be  given. 

It  has  been  jiointed  out  that  while  the  sale  of  wool  is  limited  to  consumers, 
the  procedure  provides  for  the  employment  by  consumers  of  their  usual 
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Wool  ?ok  the  Civilian  Woollen  Tkade — continued.

I’he  remuneration  in  both 
cases  will  be,  as  in  ordinary  times,  a  matter  of  arrangement  between  the 
consumer  and  the  buyer.

Defence  of  the  Kealm  Hegulations,  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  works 
capable  of  producing  military  clothing,  or  of  articles  or  material  needed 
for  its  production,  are  recpiired  to  furnish  such  information  as  the  Director- 
General  of  the  Royal  Army  Clothing  Department  may  call  for,  and  to 
comply  strictly  with  any  directions  given  by  him  with  a  view  to  making 
.such  works,  or  the  plant  or  labour  tlierein,  as  useful  as  possible  for  the 
production  of  military  clothing. 


COTTON  REMNANTS,  ETC. 

The  Army  Council  have  made  an  Order,  under  date  bth  October,  to  the 
effect  that  it  is  their  intention  to  take  possession  of  all  materials  of  the 
following  classes  and  descriptions,  that  is  to  say — 

All  cuttings,  clipfiings  ami  remnants  from  cotton  materials  issued  or  to  be 
issued  by  the  War  Department  to  any  person  holding  any  contract  with  the 
War  Department  for  the  making  up  of  such  materials  into  garments  or  any 
other  articles,  ami  all  cuttings,  clippings  and  remnants  from  cotton  materials 
produced  or  to  be  produced  in  or  about  the  performance  of  any  contract  with 
the  War  De()artment. 

If  after  this  Notice  any  person  having  control  of  any  such  materials,  sells, 
removes,  or  secretes  them,  save  and  e.xcept  as  may  be  authorised  and  per¬ 
mitted  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Director  of  Raw  Materials,  he  will  be  guilty  of 
an  offence  against  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulations. 


UNFILLED  CONTRACTS  FOR  TOPS. 

Returns  Required. 

The  War  Otiice  (Wool  Section)  notifies  that  with  a  view  to  facilitating 
the  consumption  of  tops  which  are  on  contract,  all  topmakers  were  rec|uired, 
under  an  Order  which  has  been  made  by  the  Army  Council  under  the  Defence 
of  the  Re.ilm  Regulations,  to  make  a  return  to  the  Officer  in  Charge  of  the 
Top  Distribution  Section,  War  Department,  Rntdford, of  all  unfilled  contracts 
for  tops  outstanding  on  1st  October,  1917. 

These  returns  were  to  be  furnished  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  return  was  to  be  made  on  forms  prepared  by  the  Depai-tment,  and 
obtainable  on  application  to  the  Officer  in  charge  of  Top  Distribution,  Great 
Northern  Hotel,  Bradford. 

It  is  understood  that  spinners  still  have  on  contract  with  topmakers  con- 
sideraltle  weights  of  tops.  For  administrative  purposes  it  is  desired  by  the 
War  Department  that  such  stocks  of  tops  against  contract  should  be  used  up 
by  spinners  as  soon  as  possible. 

It  is  suggested  that  spinners  can  materially  assist  in  achieving  this  by- 
arranging  to  take  their  contracts  from  tOf)makers  and  utilise  the  tops  against 
Government  orders.  Inasmuch  as  Government  prices  and  civilian  prices  are 
now  identical,  this  would  appear  to  present  no  hardship  to  the  spinners,  as 
in  the  case  of  Government  contracts  reipiisitions  entitling  them  to  supplies 
are  issued  when  the  contracts  are  placed. 
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CONTROL  OF  TEAK  AND  LIGNUM  VIT-E. 

The  Boird  of  Ttade  liave  made  an  Order,  luider  dare  2nd  October,  pro¬ 
hibiting  the  sale  or  purchase  in  the  United  Kingdom,  as  from  6th  October 
until  further  notice,  of  any  timber  of  the  following  de^criptions,  namely: — 
(a)  Teak  log.s,  planks,  boards  and  decking,  and  (b)  lignum  vita),  except 
under  licence  or  permit  issued  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Boari  of  Trade;  but 
no  licence  or  jierrait  will  be  required  for  the  purchase  or  sa'e  of  teak  logs, 
planks  or  boards  where  the  aggregate  value  thereof  purchased,  or  sold,  does 
not  exceed  E60  per  calendar  month. 

All  applications  for  permits  in  connection  with  this  Order  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Controller  of  Timber  Supplies,  Caxton  House,  Tothill 
Street,  Westminster,  London,  S.W.  1.

stocks  of  rum  in  bonded  warehouses  in  the  United  Kin{?dom.  After 
6th  October  no  {Jorson  ownins?  or  having  control  of  any  such  stock  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Admiralty,  buy,  sell,  remove  or  otherwise  deal  in 
any  such  rum. 

Any  jierson  who  owns  or  has  in  his  custody  or  under  his  control  more  than 
ten  puncheons  of  such  rum  is  re(|  aired  to  furnish  full  particulars  thereof  to 
the  Director  of  Contracts,  Admiralty,  London,  S.W.  1,  not  later  than  23rd 
Octol)er,  showing  the  descriptions,  marks,  quantities,  place  where  lying,  date 
of  purchase  b}’  present  owner,  from  whom  purchased,  and  the  price  then 
paid. 

CONTROL  OF  PETROLEUM  OILS  AND  PRODUCTS. 
Appointment  of  Petroleum  Executive. 

The  Rt.  Hon.  Walter  H.  Long,  M.P.,  has  been  requested  by  the  War 
Cabinet  to  take  control  of  all  que-^tions  affectine  |)etroleum  oils  and  petroleum 
products.  Mr.  Long  has  appointed  Professor  Cadman,  C.M  G.,  Petroleum 
Adviser  to  the  Colonial  Office,  and  Professor  of  Mining  of  the  Urdversity  of 
Birmingham,  to  be  his  technical  adviser  and  liaison  officer  between  the 
various  Government  Departments.  Pro’essor  Cadman  will  also  take  charge 
of  an  organisation  which  will  i)e  established  for  giving  effect  to  Mr.  LoJtg’s 
instructions,  and  will  assume  the  title  of  Director  of  the  Petroleum  Executive. 
Mr.  B.  S.  Shrapnel l-Smith,  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  Mechanical 
Road  Transport  Associations,  has  been  appointed  Econoinj’  Officer  to  the 
Petroleum  Executive,  and  he  will  be  concerned  in  introducing  economies 
both  in  H.M.  Services  and  in  the  civil  use  of  petroleum  and  petroleum 
products.

EMPLOYMENT  OF  SEAMEN. 

Appointment  of  Inter-Departmental  Committee. 

The  Shipping  Controller  announced  on  3rd  October  that  he  had  recently 
set  up  an  Inter-Departmental  Committee,  known  as  the  Mercantile  Marine 
Conciliation  Committee,  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  expeditions!}’  with  cases 
of  difference  between  shipowners  and  seamen,  and  that  as  a  result  of  the 
work  of  this  body  he  was  satisfied  as  to  the  expediency  of  establishing  a 
national  rate  or  rates  of  wages,  and  that  mac  hinery  was  Ijeing  set  up  for  this 
purj)ose. 

Standard  Wage  for  Seamen. 

'The  Shipping  Controller  further  announced  on  8th  Octol)er  that  the  pro- 
po.sed  national  rates  will  be  detennihed  within  four  weeks,  and  that  they 
will  be  retrospective  to  the  date  of  signing  articles,  but  not  earlier  than  6th 
October. 

At  a  conference  held  at  the  Ministry  of  Shipping  on  hth  October,  an 
interim  decision  was  made  advancing  the  rate  of  wages  for  foreign  going 
ships  to  tTl  for  seamen  and  to  £11  10s.  for  firemen,  the>e  rates  to  rule  at  all 
United  Kingdom  jiorts,  and  to  be  without  prejudice  to  the  national  [»ort 
rates  to  be  determined  by  the  National  Buard.  The  rates  for  petty  officers 
and  stewards  are  to  be  advanced  in  like  proportion,  and  the  men  in  coasting 
and  home  trade  steamers  are  to  be  similarly  entitled  to  new  rates  to  be 
determined  by  the  National  Board  at  a  level  corresponding  to  the  foreign 
going  steamer  rates. 

It  is  announced  that  the  remuneration  of  officers  and  of  engineers  will 
also  be  forthwith  reviewed  by  the  National  Board,  and  that  the  determina- 
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EMPi.(trMKNT  OF  Seamen — continued. 

tions  arrived  at  are  also  to  be  retrospective,  as  in  tbe  case  of  the  seamen  and 
firemen. 

The  effect  of  thi.s  arramjement.  and  the  national  object  aimed  at,  is  to 
create,  for  every  port  in  the  United  Kingdom,  uniform  and  standard  rates  of 
paA’. 

Clauses  for  insertion  in  all  articles  of  agreement  opened  after  6th  October 
have  been  prepared  which  will  give  effect  to  this  decision,  and  the  Controller 
apjieals  to  all  who  are  now  .serving  on  short  term  articles  not  to  hold  up 
their  ships,  but  to  recognise  that  the  new  national  rates  will  be  applied  to 
them  as  from  the  date  of  signing  new  articles  or.  in  the  case  of  coasting 
ve.ssels,  from  the  date  of  first  leaving  a  United  Kingdom  port  after  6th 
October. 


PARCEL  POST  TO  NORWAY,  SWEDEN,  THE  NETHERLANDS, 
AND  DENMARK. 

The  Postmaster -General  announces  that  in  accordance  with  the  Royal  Pro¬ 
clamation  which  came  into  force  on  8th  tlctober  (see  notice  on  p.  18  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  +th  Octolier),  parcels  addres.sed  to  Norway, 
Sweden,  the  Netherlands,  or  Denmark  will  not  l)e  accepted  on  or  after  that 
date,  unless  they  are  accompanied  by  a  Privy  Council  licence  issued  on  21st 
Septemljer,  lttl7,  or  some  later  date. 


CONTROL  OF  PERSONS  PROCEEDING  TO  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  American  Consul-General  in  London  notifies  that  instructions  have 
been  issued  by  the  Secretary’  of  State  at  Washington  modifying  the  regula¬ 
tions,  until  now  effective,  with  regard  to  persons  proceeding  to  the  United 
States  during  the  war.  Under  the  new  regulations  all  persons  about  to 
journey  to  the  United  .States  must  carrA'  passports,  or  other  official  docu¬ 
ments  in  the  nature  of  passports,  establishing  his  or  her  identity  and 
nationality,  having  attached  a  signed  and  certified  photograph  of  the  bearer,' 
and  have  them  A-erified  or  rined  by  American  Consular  officers  in  the 
country  from  which  they  start  upon  their  journey,  not  more  than  tivo  Aveeks 
before  the  time  of  their  departure,  as  aacH  as  in  the  country  from  which  they 
embark  or  from  which  they  enter  the  United  States  if  they  go  by  land. 

Persona  proceeding  to  the  United  States  from  London  should  submit  their 
documents  of  identification  at  the  American  Consulate-General,  18,  Cavendish 
Square,  London,  W.  1,  lietAvecn  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  12.45  p.m.  or  2  p.ra. 
and  8.4^5  p.m.,  except  Saturdays,  Avhen  the  hours  are  from  9  a.m.  to  12.4-5  p.m. 


HOP  CONTROL  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  has  appointed  a 
Committee  to  control  the  hop  industry  in  the  situation  created  by  the 
reduction  of  brewing  during  the  Avar.  The  Committee  Avill  take  over  all 
stocks  of  hops  grown  in  the  year  1914  or  thereafter,  except  stocks  in  the 
hands  of  breAvers,  and  Avill  retain  control  until  normal  conditions  of  brewing 
are  resumed.  No  trading  in  hops  is  allowed  except  through  the  Committee 
or  its  agents.  The  (’ommittee  is  constituted  of  representatives  of  (1)  the 
Board  of  Agnculture,  (2)  hop  growers,  (8)  hop  merchants,  (4)  hop  factors, 
and  (5)  brcAA'er.^.

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MINISTRY  OF  FOOD  NOTIFICATIONS. 

The  following  Orders  and  announcements  have  been  made  by  the  Ministry 
of  Food : — 

The  Horses  (Rationing)  Order  (No.  2),  1917. 

The  Hoises  (Rationing)  Order  No.  2,  made  by  the  Food  Controller  on  2bth 
September,  varies  to  some  extent  the  Oi’der  that  has  been  operative  during 
the  summer.  No  person  maj'  feed  any  horse  with  cereal  foodstutf.s  except  as 
provided.  Horses  owned  by  the  Army  Council  or  Admiralty,  or  used  ex¬ 
clusively  for  purposes  of  these  authorities,  as  well  as  those  maintained 
exclusively  for  agricultural  purposes,  or  stallions  used  solely  at  stud,  are 
excluded  from  the  Order. 

The  maximum  quantity  of  oats  that  may  be  given  daily  is  specified.  Maize, 
beans  or  peas  may  be  used  instead  of  oats  in  the  fcdlowing  proportions : — 
7^  lb.  of  maize,  9  lb.  of  beans  or  9  lb.  of  peas  =  10  lb.  of  oats.  No  restriction 
is  placed  on  the  use  of  hay,  straw,  bran  or  dried  brewers’  grains. 

Any  person  iu  possession  of  a  horse  or  horses  that  must  be  rationed  must 
keep  records  of  the  number  and  classes  of  horses,  showing  the  total  maximum 
rations  authorised,  the  description  and  quantities  of  the  foodstuffs  fed  per 
week,  and  of  all  cereal  foodstuffs  purchased.  These  records  must  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  authorised  officers. 

Supply  and  Distribution  of  Cattle  Food. 

Lord  Rhondda  has  appointed  -Mr.  H.  R.  Renwick  to  act  as  Director  of 
Feeding  Stuffs  at  the  Ministry  of  Food,  with  the  duty  of  organising  the 
supply  and  distribution  of  oil  cakes  and  other  cattle  food.  At  the  special 
request  of  Lord  Rhondda,  the  County  of  London  Electric  Supply  Conqiany, 
Limited,  of  wduch  Mr.  tl.  H.  Renwick  is  Managing  Director,  has  agreed  to 
loan  his  services  for  the  purpose  of  undertakinc  this  work. 

Supplies  of  Butter. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  is  considering  a  scheme  for  the  equitable  distribution 
of  butter  according  to  the  supplies  available  from  time  to  time.  Until  this 
scheme  is  completed  and  officially  announced,  retailers  and  wholesalers  are 
advised  to  disregard  any  trade  circulars  on  the  matter. 

sTlie|BreadI(U8eIof£Potatoes)  Order,  1917. 

This  Order,  which  is  dated  5th  October,  authorises  the  use  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  bread  of  a  maximum  quantity  of  1  lb.  of  pctatces  for  eveiy  7  lb. 
of  flour. 

Uses  of  Flour. 

The  Food  Controller  has,  under  Article  10  of  the  Flour  and  Bread  (Prices) 
Order,  determined  that  the  following  purposes  are  purposes  for  which  a 
person  shall  not,  after  the  9th  October,  1917,  take  delive^  of  any  flour 
except  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  a  licence  Ranted  to  him 
by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  Food  (Jontroller; — 

The  manufacture  of  rusks,  biscuits,  bread,  or  any  other  product  made 
wholly  or  in  part  from  flour  for  use  in  the  making  of  sausages,  black 
puddings,  and  all  such  preparations. 
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TRADE  OF  NEW  ZEALAND  IN  JAN.-JUNE,  1917. 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  New  Zealand  (Mr.  R.  W.  Dalton)  has  fur¬

Imports.

A  decline  in  the  imports  of  specie  alone  into  New  Zealand  accounted  for 
over  £6lM),0t*O  of  the  total  decrease  of  £l  380,023  in  imfiorts  during  the  first 
half  of  1917,  and  a  good  deal  of  th(>  remaining  decrease  was  in  goods  the 
exportation  (d  which  from  the  United  Kingdom  is  prohibited.  'I’here  were 
considerable*  icreases  in  the  importation  of  cotton  piece  goods,  leather  goods, 
and  boot  s  and  shoe.s. 

The  increases  in  imports  from  Japan  and  the  United  States  in  the  second 
quarter  of  1917  were  not  on  as  great  a  scale  as  the  increases  in  the  first 
q  miner. 

In  view  of  recent  restrictions  on  tonnage  in  the  United  States,  it  is 
unlikely  that  imports  from  that  country  into  New  Zealand  will  be  as  large 
in  the  future  as  they  would  otherwise  have  been. 

An  increase  in  imports  from  Canada  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  present 
year  was  not  maintained  in  the  second  quarter. 

Exports. 

The  total  value^of  exports  from  New  Zealand  in  the  first  six  months'of 
this  year  was  £18,386,704’,  as  compared  with  £20,388,679  in  the  corresponding 
period  in  1916.  Kxports  from  New  Zealand  to  the  United  Kingdom 
decreased  from  £16,141.202  in  the  first  six  months  of  1916,  to  £l5,594,323_irr 
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the  first  si.v  months  of  tlie  present  year.  The  United  Kingdom’s  share  in  tl»e 
export  trade  was  84  8  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  79' 1  per  cent,  in  the 
first  half  of  1916.  Exports  from  tlie  Dominion  to  the  United  States  declino<l 
from  £1,925,702  in  the  first  half  of  1916,  to  £1,032,330  in  the  corresponding 
perioil  of  this  year.  The  decrease  in  exports  in  the  first  six  months  of  this 
year  is  accounted  for  by  shortage  of  tonnage.  (D.C.I.  46,021.) 


RE-MODELLRD  INCOME  TAX  LEOISl.ATION  IN 
SOUTH  AFRICA. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  119  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of 
19th  April  last  regarding  the  prof)o.sed  re-modelling  of  the  South  African 
Income  Tax  Legislation,  it  is  notified  that  an  extraorditiary  issue  of  the 
“Union  of  South  Africa  Government  Gazette”  of  21st  July  publishes  the 
text  of  the  Income  Tax  (Con.solidation)  Act,  1917  (No.  41  of  1917),  which  came 
into  operation  on  29th  June  last.  The  Act  applies  to  incomes  which  were 
received  or  which  accrued  during  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1917. 

The  normal  income  tax  I’emains  on  the  same  scale  for  individuals,  but  a  tax 
of  5  per  cent,  is  imposed  on  companies,  and  alterations  are  made  in  the 
abatemeiits. 

'I’he  following  Section  appears  to  affect  British  companies  doing  business 
in  South  Africa: — 

“  Income  shall  be  deemed  to  have  accrued  to  any  person  from  a  source 
within  the  Union,  where  it  has  been  received  by  or  has  accrued  to  or  in 
favour  of  such  person  by  virtue  of — 

(a)  any  contract  made  within  the  Union  for  the  sale  of  goods,  whether 
such  goods  have  been  delivered  or  are  to  l>e  delivered  in  or  out 
of  the  Union; 

any  service  rendered  or  work  or  labour  done  in  the  carrying  on 
in  the  Union  of  any  business,  trade,  profe.ssiou  or  occupation, 
whether  the  payment  for  such  service  or  work  or  labour  is  made 
or  is  to  be  made  by  a  person  resident  in  or  out  of  the  Union  and 
wherever  payment  for  such  services  or  work  or  labour  is  made 
or  is  to  be  made. 

Special  provision  is  made  for  the  taxation  of  agents  for  shipowners  whose 
principal  office  is  outside  the  Union  (the  taxable  income  in  such  cases  being 
computed  at  £10  for  every  £100  payable  to  the  principal  or  his  agent),  and 
for  the  assessment  of  income  derived  from  mining  operations. 

It  is  also  provided  that  an  amount  shall  be  deemed  to  be  derived  from  a 
source  within  the  Union  “  if  it  is  received  by  or  accrues  to,  or  in  favour  of, 
any  person  ordinarily  resident  or  carrying  on  business  within  the  Union,  and 
is  received  or  accrues  from  any’  country  outside  the  Union  where,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  such  person  is  not  domiciled  nor  ordinarily  resident  therein,  the 
amount  is  not  chargeable  with  income  tax.” 

Among  other  exemptions  from  the  tax  is  interest  received  by  any  person 
not  ordinarily  resident  or  carrying  on  business  in  the  Union  from  stock  or 
securities  (including  Treasury  Bills)  issued  by  the  Government  of  the  Union, 
or  any  Colony  included  in  the  Union,  or  by  any  local  authority  in  the  Union. 

The  supertax  will  continue  to  be  levied  as  hitherto. 

A  dividend  tax  is  levied  (with  certain  abatements)  on  all  dividends 
distributed  by  companies  after  1st  July,  1916,  at  the  following  rates : — 

(a)  in  respect  of  companies  whose  principal  business  is  gold  mining: 

7^  per  cent.,  with  an  additional  25  per  cent,  during  the  war ; 

(h)  in  resfiect  of  companies  whose  principal  business  is  diamond  mining: 
7^  per  ce!it. ; 

(c)  in  respect  of  all  other  companies  :  5  per  cent. 

In  addition  to  these  toxes,  excess  profits  duty  is  levied  from  the  1st  July, 
1917,  until  six  months  after  the  end  of  the  war,  at  the  rate  of  25  per  cent,  on 
excess  profits  received  during  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1917,  and  during 
any  subsequent  period  for  which  that  duty  is  chargeable.

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RECENT  LEGISLATION  IN  NIGERIA. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  570  of  the  “  Hoard  of  Trade  Journal  ” 
of  lllth  September,  relative  to  recent  legislation  in  Nigeria,  it  is  notified  that 
the  Controller  of  Customs  at  Lagos  (the  Board  of  Trade  Correspondent  for 
Nigeria)  has  forwarded  copies  of  two  further  Ordinances,*  assented  to  by 
the  Governor  ol  the  Colony,  on  9th  August.  The  following  is  a  summary 
of  the  scope  of  this  new  legislation  : — 

Codification  of  Law  relating  to  Bills  of  Exchange,  Cheques,  etc. 

All  Ordinance,  entitled  the  Bills  of  Exchange  Ordinance,  1917  (No.  38), 
coditie.s  the  law  of  Nigeria  relating  to  bills  of  exchange,  cheques  and  pro¬ 
missory  notes.  The  Ordinance  deals  with  the  form  and  interpretation  of 
bills  of  exchange ;  the  capacity,  authority  and  liabilities  of  the  parties  to  a 
bill;  consideration  for  a  bill ;  negotiation;  the  genenil  duties  of  the  holder 
of  a  bill;  discharge;  acceptance,  etc.  The  existing  Bills  of  Exchange 
Ordinance  (Chafiter  50  of  the  Laws  of  Southern  Nigeria)  is  repealed  by  the 
new  Ordinance. 


Weights  and  Measures  Ordinance,  1917. 

An  Ordinance,  which  may  lie  cited  as  the  Weights  and  Measures  Ordi¬ 
nance,  1917  (No.  36),  regulates  weights,  weighing  machines  and  measures. 
The  Ordinance  provides  that  certain  Imperial  weights  and  measures  shall  be 
the  legal  units  for  the  Colony;  makes  provision  for  their  inspection  and 
the  inspection  of  weighing  machines;  prohibits  the  use  of  illegal  w'eights  and 
measures;  and  repeals  t  he  existing  Weights  and  Measures  Ordinance  (Chapter 
51  of  the  Laws  of  Southern  Nigeria).  The  use  of  any  native  weight  or 
measure,  not  purporting  to  be  an  Imperial  weight  or  measure,  is  not 
precluded  by  this  Ordinance.  A  “weighing  machine”  within  the  meaning 
of  this  Ordinance  includes  a  balance,  scale,  beam,  steelyard,  counterpoise 
and  every  other  machine  for  determining  weight. 


-UNDERWRITING  BUSINESS  IN  THE  NETHERLANDS. 

Foreign  Underwriters  to  Deposit  Securities. 

H.M.  Minister  at  The  Hague  writes,  under  date  ’ilst  September,  calling 
attention  to  a  Dutch  Law,  dated  ‘iSrd  May  last,  enacting  that  each  foreign 
underwriter  doing  business  in  the  Netherlands,  hut  not  domiciled  or 
establi.'.^hed  within  the  Kingdom,  will  be  required  to  deposit  a  security 
amounting  to  i;l5,u00  Horiiis  (about  T2,2(X)  at  current  exchange).  The  manner 
in  which  this  security  is  to  be  deposited  will  Ije  determined  by  a  Royal 
Decree.

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ITALIAN  Ot’FICIAL  REGULATIONS  AFFECTING 

TRADE. 

Regulation  of  Supply  of  Footwear. 

H.M.  Bimbas.-ijat  Home  has  forwarded  the  text  and  translation  of  an  Italian 
Royal  Decree,*  w'hich  was  published  in  the  “  Gazzetta  Ufficiale  ”  of  23rd 
August,  and  rame  into  force  on  the  following  da}',  for  the  regulation  of  the 
supply  of  footwear  for  the  civil  population  of  Italy.  By  this  Decree  j)Ower 
is  given  to  the  Mini.«trj'  of  Industry  to  recpiire  the  manufacture  of  footwear 
at  fixed  prices  and  times,  and  in  quantities  corresponding  to  the  power  of 
each  factor}’.  The  Ministry  has  also  powers  over  tanneries,  with  tlie  object 
of  limiting  the  continual  rise  in  the  prices  of  footwear  of  private  manufacture. 
To  enable  consumers  to  check  sale  prices,  footwear  must  have  stamped 
thereon  the  sale  price  and  the  name  of  the  manufacturer. 

It  is  stated  that  the  refiuirements  of  Italy  for  footwear  for  the  civilian  popu¬ 
lation  are  not  less  tlian  500, OOd  pairs  per  month.  The  national  out[)ut  will  be 
about  3<X),00<)  pairs  monthly,  and  the  balance  is  to  be  provided  for,  when 
necessary,  by  imports  from  foreign  countries. 

A  Commission  has  lieen  instituted  to  assist  the  Ministry  in  the  study  of 
the  measures  to  l)e  taken  to  meet  the  situation.  The  Commission  has  decided 
on  the  kinds  of  footwear  to  bo  sut)plied  for  the  various  classe.s  of  the  popu¬ 
lation,  the  raw  material  of  which  the  footwear  is  to  be  composed,  the  manner 
of  manufacture,  and  tlie  cost  and  sale  price,  etc.  (D.C.I.  42,613.) 

Restriction  on  Motor  Traffic. 

The  “Gazzetta  Ufficiale"  of  18th  .September  publishes  a  Decree,*  dated 
0th  September,  prohibiting  during  the  war  the  running  of  motor  cars, 
motor  bicycles,  and  in  general  all  kinds  of  motor  vehicles  used  for  passenger 
traffic  in  Italy.  The  Decree  also  contains  a  list  of  exceptions  to  the 
above  prohibition,  and  instructions  as  to  apj)lications  for  licences. 

The  same  issue  of  the  “Gazzetta"  also  publishes  a  Decree*  bringing  the.se 
})rovisions  into  force  as  from  1st  October.  (D.C.I.  46,482.) 

Regulations  regarding  Breadth  of  Tyres  for  Vehicles. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p]).  211-12  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ” 
of  2lst  Octoter  191.5,  calling  attention  to  new  regulations  (approved  by 
Decree  of  22nd  August,  191.5.  ajid  to  come  into  force  two  years  from  that 
date),  regarding  the  breadth  of  tyres  for  vehicles,  it  is  notified  that  the 
“  Gazzetta  Utficiale  ”  of  19th  .September  publishes  a  Decree,*  dated  9th 
August,  extending  until  six  months  after  the  declaration  of  peace  the  date 
when  the  above-mentioned  regulations  are  to  come  into  force. 

[Note. — In  accordance  with  the  Decree  ol  22nd  August,  1915,  vehicles  in 
use  having  tyres  which  do  not  conform  to  the  regulation.s,  will  be  allowed 
to  continue  in  u.se  for  six  years  after  the  enactment  of  the  regulations.] 

(D.C.I.  46716.) 

Control  of  Raw  Materials,  Foodstuffs,  etc. 

Meaa^tres  regarding  Requisitions,  Rationing,  Prices,  etc. 

With  reference  to  the  notices  which  have  from  time  to  time  appeared  in 
the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  relative  to  measures  taken  for  safeguarding 
supplies  of  foodstuffs  and  other  goods  of  general  or  extensive  consumption  in 
Italy,  it  is  notified  that  recent  issues  of  the  “  Gazzetta  Ufficiale”  (Rome)  have 
contained  the  text  of  Decrees*  or  Orders*  dealing  with  the  following 
matters ; — 

A  Royal  Decree,  dated  2nd  September  (published  13th  September),  regulates 
the  prices  for  the  requisition  and  purchase  of  tanning  materials  and  raw 
skins  and  manufactures  therefrom  imported  from  abroad.  A  Decree  of  the 
Minister  of  Industry.  Commerce  and  Labour,  dated  3rd  September  (published 
loth  September),  orders  a  census  of  goat  skins  and  sheep  skins,  and  another 
Decree  of  this  Minister,  dated  13th  September  (published  I4th  September) 

•  Tne  *ext  (in  Italinn)  of  the  above-mentioned  Decrees,  etc.,  may  be  consui'ed  by 
British  firms  interested  at  the  l*).i[)artmcat  of  Commercial  Intelligence,  73,  Basinghall 
Street.  London,  E  G.  2. 
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places  at  the  disposal  of  the  Government  raw  go  it  and  sheep  skins  of  national 
production,  and  fixes  prices  therefor.  A  Decree  of  the  Minister  of  War, 
dated  12th  September  (published  14th  Septemlter),  fixes,  as  from  1st  Septem¬ 
ber,  maximum  f)rices  for  rate  coie  and  horse  hides  produced  in  Italy. 

Two  Orders  of  the  Commission  General  of  Food  Supplies,  dated  23rd  June 
(published  25th  June),  fix  miMinum  prices  for  rerpiisitioried  potatoes  (white 
and  yellow)  aiid  recpiisitioned  heans  (including  soft,  small  and  forage  beans). 

The  Commissioner  General  for  Food  Supf)lie.s,  by  a  Decree  dated  7th 
Sef)teml)er  (published  8th  Sef)tember),  provides  for  the  re(|uisition  of  cheese 
in  certain  provinces  and  ])rohibits  its  removal  therefrom,  and  by  an  Order 
dated  8th  September  (published  10th  September),  fi.xes  the  maximum  ivhole- 
sale  j)rice  of  ho  j’s  grease. 

Two  further  Ordrrs  of  the  Commissioner  General  for  Food  Supplies,  both 
dated  11th  September  (published  12th  September),  provide  for  the  rationing 
ot  grain,  flour  and  bread,  and.  fix  the  amount  of  saccharose  to  be  contained 
in  cr3  stalline  sugar. 

A  Kojal  Decree  imposes,  as  from  1st  January'  next,  a  stamp  tax  on  all  bills 
exceeding  one  lira  for  meals  or  refreshments  in  restaurants,  cafes,  etc. 

(D.C.I.  40,482.) 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  H.M.  Finbas-s^’  in  Rome  has  forwarded  a 
copy  of  the  recentl.v  established  “  Rollettino  dei  Consumi  ”  (Rome),  a  journal 
issued  1)3'  the  Italian  Food  Controller’s  Department.  In  addition  to  repro¬ 
ducing  the  text  of  Italian  Decrees  and  Orders  affecting  food  production  and 
rationing,  the  “  Do  lettino  ”  contains  information  relatingto  similar  measures 
in  other  countries,  and  also  schedules  of  maximum  prices,  etc.,  of  Italian 
alimentary  commodities.  (D.C.I.  45,130 ;  46,482.) 


INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  IN  JAPAN. 

The  following  notes  on  the  formation  of  industrial  compatiies  in  Japan 
since  the  outbreak  of  the  war  have  been  furnished  b3'  the  British  Vice-Consul 
at  Tokio  (Mr.  G.  II.  Phij)ps),  and  are  based  on  information  which  has  appeared 
in  the  Japanese  press.  It  will  be  seen  that  these  notes,  which  are  not  intended 
to  be  exhaustive,  cover  a  wide  field  of  industrial  enterprise.  Apart  from  the 
activities  recorded  here,  roan3'  other  industries  have  been  develojied  in  Japan 
and  have  been  the  subject  of  references  in  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal”  from 
time  to  time,  while  many  factories  are  in  course  of  erection,  and  numerous 
exi.«ting  works  are  being  enlarged  and  more  modern  plant  installed. 

Cbemtcals  and  dyes — In  point  of  numbers,  the  chemical  industr3’ occupies 
the  first  place  in  recent  develoj)ments.  'I'he  chemical  industry’  in  Japan  has 
shown  great  exfmnsion  since  the  commencement  of  the  war,  during  which 
period  at  least  20  new  companies  have  been  formed,  with  a  combined  cai)ital 
of  approximately  30,050,000  yen.  The.se  new  companies  operate  some  28 
factories,  and  among  the  chief  productions  are  sulphate  of  ammonia,  potas¬ 
sium  chloride,  caustic  soda,  bleaching  jiowder,  nitre,  sulphate  of  potash, 
))Otassium  carlamate,  sodium  sulphide,  s()dium  chloride,  sodium  peroxide, 
iodiTie,  fatty  and  stearic  acids,  nitric  acid,  glycerine,  oils,  dye.s,  drugs, 
fertilisers,  disinfectants,  phosphorus,  etc.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  80 
firms  in  Japan  engaged  in  producing  potassium  chloride.  Large  stocks  of 
this  commodity'  are  on  hand,  the  market  is  overstocked,  and  prices  have 
drojiped  iluring  the  present  year.  Formalin  is  now’  l>eing  prixluced  in  Japan  ; 
the  outfmt  is  devoted  to  home  reijuiremeiits.  Gne  company  is  producing 
soda  by  means  of  electricity,  and  is  stated  to  be  the  first  concern  in  Japan 
to  use  an  electrical  process  in  this  connection. 

A  company  is  manufacturing  indirect  dyes  exclusively’  for  domestic  needs, 
while  direct  dyes  are  to  be  produced  for  the  export  trade.  This  company  is 
under  the  aegis  of  the  Government.  Another  company  claims  to  have  produced 
an  ultramarine  blue  equal  to  that  formerly  imported  into  Japan  from 
Germany. 
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Metals. — The  iron  industry  in  Japan.  a1tho>is:h  in  its  inf!inc3%  5?'ves  promise 
of  assiirniii"  considerahle  importance  in  the  future,  flefore  the  war  Japan 
produced  aiimially  2d0,0'J0  tons  of  iron,  iihout  one  lialf  of  its  consnm|)tion. 
During  the  period  under  review  several  new  com  lanies  have  bien  formed  for 
the  production  of  iron,  and  amon!j  tliem,  si.v  com|)anies  with  a  combined 
capital  of  40,000,000  yen,  have  established  new  works. 

With  regard  to  uteel,  three  new  c  nnpanies  liaee  commenced  operations  and 
have  established  four  new  works,  d'he  total  com  uned  capital  of  these  com¬ 
panies  is  estimated  at  S.i'OO.OOO  yen.  One  company  is  firo  iu  in"  steamer 
shafts,  railway  wheels  and  tyres,  as  well  as  supplyin"  the  home  trade. 
Orders  from  Chma  and  India  hive  been  received.  It  seems  to  be  the 
intention  of  this  cornoany  to  devote  its  energies  to  the  export  trade  rather 
than  to  the  home  market. 

The  future  of  the  zinc  industry  in  Japan  is  generally  considered  to  be  exceed¬ 
ingly  g<x)d,  and  it  is  expected  that  a  large  export  trade  will  be  carried  on  after 
the  war.  One  company  is  manufacturing  zinc  for  the  export  trade.  Much 
of  the  Japanese  zinc  ore  contains  other  metals,  such  as  gold,  silver  and 
copper,  and  the  refining  of  these  metals  is  carried  on  in  coni  unction  with  the 
treatment  of  the  ore.  Five  new  companies,  with  a  total  combined  capital  of 
7,6(t0,(XK)  yen,  have  been  organised,  and  operate  six  works  for  the  treatment 
of  zinc  ore  produced  in  the  country. 

A  company,  with  a  capital  of  1,000.000  yen,  was  formed  in  March,  1016,  for 
the  purpose  of  producing  aluminium.  Tue  process  to  be  used,  it  is  stated,  is 
different  fropi  that  used  in  Europe  and  the  United  States.  Alumina  is 
obtained  from  a  chit’  which  is  a  special  product  of  Japan,  and  is  treated  by 
an  electrolytic  process. 

A  compai  y  was  formed  in  January,  1017,  with  a  capital  of  100,000  yen  for 
the  purpose  of  manutacturing  alieet  le  nt  for  use  in  chemical  industries.  The 
company  is  turning  out  sheets  measuring  10  feet  by  4  feet,  and  it  claims 
that  its  product  is  superior  to  any  hitherto  manufactured  in  Japan, 

Metal  goods — A  company,  originally  established  in  lOlJ,  with  a  c.apital  of 
300,000  yen,  and  manufacturing  rjalraniseii  iron  nheHn  and  qalvanined  iron 
wire,  has  increased  its  capital  to  7o0,000  yen.  Its  output  has  been  devoted 
to  the  home  market,  but  it  intends  to  export  its  products  later. 

Two  companies  have  been  formed  with  a  combined  capital  of  1,500,000  yen 
for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  wire  netting. 

Machinery. — With  regard  to  ?a 'c/nnery,  three  new  companies  have  been 
formed  with  a  total  combined  capital  of  2,300.000  yen.  In  addition  to 
the  manufacture  of  munitions,  rotary  printing  machines,  et 3.,  and  gun  metal, 
are  being  manufactured  by  one  cotnpanj'. 

Electrical  supplies  and  accessories.  During  the  period  under  review 
six  Japanese  companies  have  been  organised  for  the  manufacture  of  e/ec/rical 
supjdies  and  nccemories,  such  as  electric  motors,  difnnmos,  switches,  lamp  bulbs, 
carbon  electrodes,  carbon  brushes,  etc.  .\n  imfiroved  proc'-ss  for  the  in  inu- 
facture  of  micanite  has  enabled  a  Japanese  comfir.ny'  to  turn  out  insulators, 
l)oth  for  the  home  and  the  export  trade.  The  total  combined  cajiital  of  the 
six  companies  referred  to  amounts  to  4,530, OoO  3  en,  and  they  operate  eleven 
factories. 

Textiles. — Rapid  progress  is  reported  in  the  textile  industry  in  Japan  since 
the  outbreak  of  the  war.  Many  new  companies  have  been  organised  and  are 
controllitig  new  works,  nr  li.ive  works  under  construction.  Details  have  been 
furnished  regarding  eleven  new  companies  that  have  been  formed  in  the 
textile  industry.  The  total  combined  ca|)ital  of  the.se  cointianies  amounts  to 
16,6bO,tX)b  jen,  and  they  ojierate  fourteen  factories.  Seven  of  the  companies 
operate  general  spinning  mills  ior  rolton  and  tvoollen  textiles ;  one  produces 
linen  thread;  one  manufactures  wi>cd  silk  and  wool  textiles;  one  is  devoted 
to  the  finishing  of  silk  teitile  goods  for  the  exfiort  trade;  and  one  makes 
hemp  ropes.  The  linen  thread  factory  is  exfierimenting  with  a  plant  that 
grows  in  a  wild  state  in  Saghalien,  treating  the  fibres  with  a  patent  bleach¬ 
ing  process.  The  siiinning  of  mi.\ed  silk  and  wool  presented  many 
difficulties,  but  they  have  been  overcome,  and  the  company  hopes  to  export 
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goods  as  well  as  to  supply  the  home  demand.  A  company  ha.s  been  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  ramie  spinning,  and  although  ramie  fibre  is  a  product  of 
Japan  and  China,  spun  ramie 'was  not  produced  locally  previous  to  the 
war,  but  was  imported  from  the  United  Kingdom,  the  I'nited  States  and 
Germany. 

Paints. — Three  new  companies,  with  a  combined  capital  of  900,000  yen, 
haveltcen  formed  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  painfs.  the  chief  products 
being  zinc  and  house  paints,  paints  for  ships'  bottoms,  antiseptic  fminls,  rust 
jnreveuting  paints  and  paint  substitutes.  One  company  is  producing  zinc 
powder  successful!}',  there  being  a  good  local  demand ;  paints  for  ships’ 
bottoms  were  previously  all  imfKtrted  from  the  United  Kingdom. 

Oils  and  grease. — Six  companies  have  been  established,  with  a  total 
combined  capital  of  16,450,000  yen,  for  the  production,  refining  etc.,  of  mineral 
oils.  A  company  has  l>een  formed,  with  a  capitiil  of  250,000  yen,  for  the 
purpose  of  manufacturing  fiafc  grease,  used  in  the  manufacture  of  soap  and 
glycerine. 

Mining. — 'I’hree  coal  mining  companies  have  been  organi.sed  with  a  total 
combined  capital  of  1,550.000  yen.  One  company  operates  a  mine  at  Fushun, 
China.  ’I'his  firm  is  also  producing  coke  in  large  quantities.  A  company 
was  formed  in  December.  1916,  with  a  capital  of  120,000  yen,  to  exploit  a 
sulphur  mine;  a  8j)ecial  process  is  used  in  refining  the  raw  material. 

Insurance. — There  has  been  a  boom  in  marine  insurance  business  in 
Japan  as  a  result  of  the  war,  and  many  fire  and  other  insurance  companies 
are  extending  their  field  of  operations  to  marine  insurance.  Among  the 
new  marine  insurance  companies  formed  there  are  three  with  a  combined 
capital  of  17,0tk>,f>00  yen. 

Miscellaneous. — The  following  companies  have  l>een  formed  in  various 
industries,  the  capital  of  each  being  shown  within  brackets  : — 

A  company  (500,0 *0  yen)  has  lieen  formed  to  manufacture  bicycles.  It  is 
intended  to  u.«e  Japanese  materials  exclusively,  so  that  prices  are  exfiected  to 
lie  low.  It  is  ex|)ei  ted  later  to  manufacture  and  repair  motor  cars. 

A  company  (5oO,0o0  yen)  has  l)een  organi.sed  for  the  maiiufacfure  of 
boots  and  shoes.  It  will  eventually  also  turn  out  slippers,  harness,  knapsacks, 
and  other  leather  goods. 

A  company  (2.<X»0.UtXt  yen)  has  been  organised  for  the  manufacture  of 
imitation  celluloid.  It  is  claimed  that  the  product,  la  sides  8«*rving  the  same 
purpo.ses  as  celluloid,  can  also  la;  u.sed  as  a  sulistitute  for  lacquer,  artificial 
leather  and  rubl>er,  and  also  as  a  water  and  heat  resisting  material  in 
constructional  work.  The  rnaterial  used  is  bean  cake,  and  as  this  is 
both  cheap  and  |)lentiful  it  will  l>e  possible  to  supply  the  imitation  celluloid 
at  a  low'er  |)rice  than  the  real  article. 

A  company  (100,000  yen)  has  l)een  established  for  the  manufacture  of 
rubber  bicycle  accessories  and  toy  balloons. 

A  company  (1,000,000  yen)  has  been  formed  to  produce  plate  glass,  and 
another  company  will  of>erate  a  glass  factory. 

Two  companies  have  been  organi.sed  for  the  manufacture  respectively  of 
bricks,  and  concrete  tor  re-inforce<l  conci-ete  buildings  and  telegraph  poles. 

A  company  (500,000  yen)  has  been  established  to  manufacture  corks,  and  at 
present  produces  chietly  the  crown  variety.  A  company  was  formed  in  July, 
1916  (l,000,00t>  yen)  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  explosives,  and  will 
produce  dynamite  for  industrial  as  well  as  military  needs.  It  is  controlled 
by  the  Go'/ernment,  and  has  been  granted  special  facilities. 

A  trading  company  ha.s  been  formed  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  export 
and  im|)ort  trade  with  .lapanese  colonies,  while  a  colonisation  company 
(1,000,000  yen)  has  been  established  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  emigrants 
proceeding  to  the  new  Japanese  pos.ses.sions  and  other  countries.

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CURRENCY  IN  PERU. 

Paper  and  Nickel  Money  to  replace  Silver  Currency. 

H.M.  Minister  in  Lima  writes,  under  date  loth  August,  that  in  conse¬ 
quence  ot  the  rise  in  the  price  of  silver,  the  Peruvian  sol  (of  which  10  go  to 
the  £.  and  which  a  year  ago  contained  silver  bullion  to  the  value  of  24d.) 
has  so  risen  in  intrinsic  value  as  to  bo  fast  disappearing  from  circulation. 
The  same  remark  applies,  although  to  a  lesser  degree,  to  Peruvian  silver 
coinage  of  smaller  denominations.  As  a  result  of  this  condition  of  affairs  the 
Peruvian  (lovernment  have  (lassed  two  Laws,  under  date  10th  August, 
providing  for  the  issue  of  paper  and  nickel  money  to  replace  the  silver 
currency. 

Law  No.  2,420  authorises  the  Junta  de  Vigilancia  (the  organisation  that 
has  supervision  over  all  paper  money  issued  b}’  the  (lovernment  in  recent 
years),  to  issue  certificates  up  to  the  sum  of  500,0'.K)  libras  (Peruvian 
pounds)  in  denominations  of  one  sol,  for  the  amount  eipial  to  the  Peruvian, 
English  or  bar  gold  deposited  by  banks,  merchants,  manufacturers  and 
individuals  with  the  Junta  in  Lima  in  the  proportion  of  7  :32J  grammes  for 
each  Peruvian  pound  or  fi  sterling. 

Gold  deposited  in  the  National  City  Bank  of  New  York  or  the  Hank  of 
England  made  payable  to  the  Junta  may  likewise  be  deposited  against  the 
issue  of  these  fractional  gold  certificates  of  one  sol  denomination  to  alleviate 
the  dirticuliies  occasioned  by  scarcity  of  silver.  In  the  case  of  gold  deposited 
in  the  above  banks,  however,  the  defiositors  must  jiay  to  the  Junta  in 
addition  a  sum  siiflicient  to  transport  the  gold  to  Peru,  including  insurance 
and  other  charges.  These  charges  are  to  be  determined  by  the  Junta  de 
Vigilancia  in  each  case. 

The  certificates  will  be  issued  by  the  Junta  only  in  amounts  of  one  libra. 

The  certificates  issued  by  the  Junta  de  V’’igilancia  will  constitute  legal 
currency,  and  will  have  equivalent  cancelling  power. 

The  definite  cancellation  and  withdrawal  of  the  certificates  from  circulation 
is  to  take  place  as  soon  as  the  ounce  troy  of  standard  silver  in  London  is 
quoted  at  less  than  JUd.  for  a  period  of  more  than  six  moiiths. 

It  is  stated  that  instructions  for  the  ))rinting  of  this  issue  of  5,Ud0,000  soles 
in  certificates  had  been  sent  to  New  York,  and  that  the  issue  would  arrive 
in  Peru  and  be  placed  in  circulation  about  the  end  of  September. 

Law  No.  2,425  authorises  the  coinage  in  the  United  States,  and  the  issue 
by  the  Peruvian  Government,  of  nickel  currency  up  to  50,000  libras  in  value, 
in  20,  10  and  5  centavo  pieces.  Orders  fiave  been  jilaced  for  the  immediate 
issue  of  25,000  pieces  ot  20  centavos,  15,000  pieces  of  10  centavos,  and 
10,000  pieces  of  5  centavos. 

u  The  20  and  10  centavo  pieces  will  be  coined  of  pure  nickel,  and  25  per  cent, 
nickel  and  75  per  cent,  copfier  for  the  5  centavo  pieces.  The  20  centavo 
piece  will  weigh  5  grammes  and  be  24  mm.  in  diameter,  the  10  centavo  piece 
will  weigh  4  grammes  and  be  20  mm.  in  diameter,  and  the  5  centavo  piece 
will  weigh  13  grammes  and  be  17  mm.  in  diameter.  The  maximum  and 
minimum  tolerance  of  the  20  centavo  piece  will  be  15  milligrammes;  of  the 
10  centavo  piece,  17  milligrammes;  and  of  the  5  centavo  piece,  17  milli¬ 
grammes.  (D.C.I.  40,370.)

received  from  the  London  office  of  the  High 
Comtiiissioner  for  Australia.  cof)y  of  a  Circular 
(L.G.  11)  dated  1st  Octol)er.  with  respect  to  certain  of  the  restrictions  of 
import  above  referred  to.  The  Circular  states  that  the  High  Commissioner 
desires  to  bring  the  following  to  the  notice  of  exporters,  in  connection  with 
the  restrictions  on  importation  into  Australia  imposed  by  the  Proclamation 
of  the  10th  August,  1917 : —

The  Department  of  Trade  and  Customs  has  intimated  that  confectionery 
may  be  imported  into  Australia  from  Alli(*d  Countries  and  the  United  States 
of  America,  if  ordered  prior  to  the  date  of  Proclamation  (viz.,  10th  August, 
1917),  and  imported  before  1st  January,  1918.

The  Department  has  also  decided  that  parts  of  motor  cars,  such  as  cowl 
dashes  with  instrument  board,  footboard,  mudguards,  wind-shields,  hoods, 
and  steel  panels  without  woodwoik,  may  be  imported  until  further  notice. 

Perfumery. 

The  full  text  of  the  Proclamation  shows  that  perfumery  (as  well  as  per¬ 
fumed  spirits  and  ba}’  rum)  is  prohibited  from  importation  into  Australia. 
No  further  shipments,  other  than  consienments  actually  “  in  transit,”  should 
be  made  after  the  receipt  of  this  notification. 

[It  was  notified  on  p.  590  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  the  IJth 
Septeml)er,  that  the  term  “in  transit”  in  this  connection  is  considered  by 
the  Commonwealth  Government  to  apply  to  goods  despatched  to  Australia 
on  or  before  the  10th  August  by  the  manufacturer  or  supplier,  including 
goods  so  desjiatched  from  inland  towns.]

7  of  the  Act  that  no  excisable  article  shall  be 
imported,  exported,  or  transported,  except  after  jiayment  of  any  customs  or 
exCise  duty  to  which  it  may  be  liable,  or  execution  of  a  bond  for  such 
payment,  and  on  c<jmpliance  with  such  conditions  as  the  Local  Government 
may  imfiose. 

'I'he  Local  Government  may  under  the  Act  prohibit,  by  notiBcation,  the 
tian.sport,  and,  with  the  .“auction  of  the  Governor-General  in  Goiincil,  the 
import  or  export  of  any  excisable  article. 

No  excisalile  aiti'  le  exceeding  sucli  quantity  as  the  Local  Government  may 
prescrilie,  by  notification,  shall  tie  imported,  exported  or  tran.sported,  except 
under  a  pass  granted  in  certain  cases  by  the  collector. 
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BRITISH  INDIA.  BURMA— 

Provided  that  in  the  case  of  duty-paid  foreign  alcoholic  liquor  such  pauBcs 
■shall  be  dispensed  with,  unless  the  Local  Government  shall  hy  notihcation 
otherwise  direct. 

The  cultivation  of  the  hemp  plant,  the  coca  plant  or  any  plant  specified  as 
an  intoxicating  drug  hy  notification  under  the  Act.  is  prohibited,  except 
under  the  conditions  of  a  special  license  granted  hy  the  Financial  Commis¬ 
sioner. 

Kxcept  under  the  authority'  and  subject  to  the  conditions  of  a  licence 
granted  under  this  Act,  no  excisable  article  shall  be  manufactured  or 
collected,  no  distillery  or  brewery  constructed  or  worked,  and  no  person 
shall  use,  keep,  or  have  in  his  pos.session  any  materials  or  apparatus  for  the 
purpose  of  rnanulacturing  excisable  articles. 

'I’he  unlic'eiised  pos.ses.sion  or  use  of  hypodermic  syringes  is  prohibited. 

“  Excisable  article  ”  means  any  alcoholic  liquor  or  intoxicating  drug  as 
defined  by  or  under  this  Act.  (C.  15,207.)

use  of  improvement  works  at  the  port  considered  most  convenient. 

The  Government  will  grant  to  the  concessionaires  the  right  to  expropriate

Zealand,  in  1916  amounted  to  £'2,978,436,  as  compared  with  £3,374,523  in 
1915,  a  decrease  of  £396,087,  or  al»out  12  per  cent.  It  is  stated  that  the 
decrease  is  more  apfmrent  than  real,  and  is  confined  almost  entirely  to  gold, 
the  export  in  1915  having  been  larger  than  usual  owing  to  shipments  of  much 
of  the  output  of  1911,  when  the  export  of  gold  was  prohibited  during  the 
later  months.

a  new  electric  storage  battery  truck,  intended  for  use 
on  the  waterfront.  The  truck  is  of  American  mnu- 
facture,  and  is  the  first  of  its  kind  seen  in  New 
Zealand.  It  is  about  eight  feet  long  and  three  feet  wide,  and  runs  on 
four  small  wheels  placed  underneath  the  body.  The  batteries,  of  which 
there  are  42  of  the  Edison  type,  are  carried  under  the  platform,  and 
thus  do  not  take  up  any  carrying  space.  The  batteries  are  capable  of 
running  the  truck  for  a  full  working  day.  The  driver  stands  on  two  divided 
steps  at  the  end  of  the  vehicle.  One  of  these  steps  switches  the  current  on 
when  it  is  desired  to  start  the  truck,  and  the  other  controls  the  brake.  The 
steering,  which  is  done  on  all  four  wheels,  is  effected  by  a  tiller,  and  the 
electric  motor  is  controlled  by  a  small  lever  placed  at  one  side  of  the 
platform.  The  capacity  of  the  truck  itself  is  4,000  lb. 

It  is  added  that  the  price  of  the  truck  is  about  £500,  and  that  it  will 
possibly  be  purchased  by  the  Wellington  Harbour  Board.  (D.C.I.  43,136.)

BRITISH  INDIA.

T  _ Vol.  V.of  the  official  “  Indian  Forest  Records  ” 

^Profitable  Distillation  (Calcutta),  containing  notes  on  certain  essential 
oils  by  the  Chemical  Adviser  to  the  Forest 
Of  certain  Essential  Oils.  Research  Institute.  Debra  Dun.  The  notes  deal 

with  (1)  the  Eucalyptus  Oil  Industry  in  the  Nilgiris;  (2)  the  Distillation  of 
Ger.aniura  Oil  in  the  Nilgiris;  and  (3)  the  manufacture  of  Wintergreen  Oil  in 
India. 

'I’he  writer,  being  impressed  with  the  anomalous  fact  that  notwithstanding 
the  immense  t)lantations  of  eucnluftns  globulus  which  exist  in  the  Nilgiris, 
and  the  simplicity  of  the  distillation  of  the  essential  oil  from  the  leavf*8,  large 
quantities  of  this  oil  should  continue  to  be  imported  into  British  India  from 
Australia,  proceeded  to  investigate  the  question  on  the  spot,  and  he  embodies 
in  this  report  suggestions  for  materially  reducing  the  cost  of  production.  An 
important  factor  in  this  reduction  is  the  adoption  of  a  certain  form  of  still, 
diagrams  of  which  are  included  in  the  report. 

While  carrying  out  experiments  in  connection  with  the  above-mentioned 
investigation  into  the  distillation  of  eucalyptus,  the  writer  also  investigated 
the  possibilities  of  the  cultivation  of  the  geranium,  which  is  abundant  in  the 
Nilgiris,  and  the  distillation  of  oil  therefrom.  He  suggests  that  its  distilla¬ 
tion  could  be  combined  with  that  of  eucalyptus  oil,  without  incurring  any 
additional  expenditure  on  outlay,  supervision,  etc. 

With  regard  to  the  enquiry  into  the  distillation  of  wintergreen  oil  (methyl 
salicylate),  the  writer  concludes  that  this  promises  to  be  a  profitable  industry 
in  Assam,  provided  adequate  arrangemeuts  are  made  to  cultivate  the  plant. 
The  Nilgiri  plant  is  too  poor  in  oil-content  to  be  considered  as  a  commercial 
source  of  GauUheria  oil.

i-eported  that  the  area  under  oats  has  been  decreased,  owing  to  the  partial 
substitution  of  wheat  for  oats.  With  the  continuation  of  ordinary  favour¬ 
able  weather  conditions,  the  wheat  crop  for  the  Union  miirht,  therefore,  be 
expected  to  be  a  record  one.  According  to  the  reported  increase  in  the  area 
sown,  a  normal  yield  per  acre  would  give  a  total  crop  of  about  "2  75'),0(X) 
rauids.  leaving  a  deficiency,  for  the  Union’s  ordinary  requirements,  of  about 
1.00b,(XXi  miiids. 

There  is  little  change  in  the  position  a.s  regards  Oats  when  compared  with 
last  year.  Favoured  by  good  rains,  the  area  for  the  whole  Union  has 
increased  by  an  average  of  about  3  per  cent.,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  last  3’ear  the  area  had  decreased  by  about  14  per  cent.,  which  would 
point  to  the  fact  tha^  this  year  oats  are  not  being  grown  commercially  to  the 
same  extent  as  formerly. 

Practically  all  the  barley  grown  in  the  Union  is  cultivated  in  the  Cape 
Province,  especiallv  in  the  south-western  districts.  There  is  a  small  general 
increase  in  area  in  the  Cape  Province,  averaged  at  about  3  per  cent.,  and  the 
•south-western  districts  show  an  average  increa.se  of  1  per  cent.  In  the 
south  coastal  districts  the  area  has  increased  by  11  f>er  cent.,  owing  to  the 
good  prices  obtainable  for  malting  barley,  and  to  favourable  rains  at  sowing 
time.

The 
substitute,  it  is  said,  is  manufactured  from  materials, 
which,  before  the  war,  were  practically  wasted.  The  main  conitituent  of  the 
substitute  is  sugar  obtained  from  the  fruit  of  a  sjiecies  of  palm  which  abounds 
on  the  Ligurian  coast,  and  which  has  hitherto  b^n  considered  useless. 

By  a  special  process  this  fru't  ha.s  been  made  to  yiehl  as  much  as  40  per 
cent,  of  sugar,  which  is  added  to  dried  figs,  rice  husks,  dregs  of  pressed 
grafies,  raisin  stones,  acorn  husks,  young  twigs  and  tomato  parings,  alter  the 
whole  has  been  subjected  to  disintegration,  pulverisation  and  kneading.  “  II 
Sole  ’’  gives  an  analysis  of  the  bran  substitute  thus  produced,  and  points  out 
that  the  high  fiercentage  of  sugar  which  it  contains  renders  it  a  suitable  food 
for  hor-es  A  factory  is  stated  to  have  been  established  at  Loano  capable  of 
producing  200  metric  quintals  (nearly  20  tons)  of  the  bran  suostitute  per  day.

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  Agricultural  Act 
(H.  R.  4.188)  of  the  United  States  of  America,  which  be¬ 
came  law  on  10th  August,  1917,  to  stimulate  agriculture 
and  facilitate  the  distribution  of  agricultural  protlucts. 
The  Act  provides,  inter  alia,  for  the  gathering  of 
anthoiutative  information  concerning  the  food  supply, 
the  increasing  of  production,  and  the  prevention  of  waste.  The  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  is  authorised  to  purchase,  or  contract  with  persona  to  grow, 
seeds  .suitable  for  the  prt'duction  of  food  or  feed  crops,  to  store  them,  and  to 
furnish  them  to  farmers  for  cash,  at  cost,  including  the  expense  of  packing 
and  transportation.  B’or  this  purpose  the  sum  of  2..j00,0()0  dols.  is  appro¬ 
priated.  A  special  provision  in  this  Act  is  that  authorising  the  Secretary' 
of  Agriculture  to  |)erniit  the  admission  for  immediate  slaughter  at  ports  of 
entry  of  certain  tick  infested  cattle  which  are  otherwise  free  from  disease.

The  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence  is  a  centre  at  which  in¬ 
formation  on  all  subjects  of  commercial  interest  is  collected  and  classified 
in  a  form  convenient  for  reference,  and  at  which,  so  far  as  the  interests 
of  British  trade  permit,  replies  are  given  to  enquiries  by  traders  on  com¬ 
mercial  matters.  As  far  as  is  possible,  the  Department  supplies,  on  per¬ 
sonal  or  written  application,  information  with  regard  to  the  following 
subjects :  Foreign  and  Colonial  Contracts  open  to  Tender,  and  other  open¬ 
ings  for  British  Trade;  Lists  of  manufacturers  at  home  and  lists  of  firms 
abroad  engaged  in  particular  lines  of  business  in  different  localities; 
Foreign  and  Colonial  Tariff  and  Customs  Regulations;  Commercial  Statis¬ 
tics;  Forms  of  Certificates  of  Origin;  Regulations  concerning  Commercial 
Travellers;  Sources  of  Supply,  Prices,  etc.,  of  Trade  Products;  Shipping 
and  Transport,  etc.,  etc. 

Samples  of  foreign  competitive  goisls  and  commercial  products  which  are 
received  from  abroad  from  time  to  time  are  exhibited  at  the  Offices  of  the 
Department. 

Samples  of  goods  of  German  and  Austrian  manufacture  which  were  sold  in 
British  markets  abroad  and  in  certain  foreign  markets  are  on  exhibition  in 
the  Sample  Rooms  of  the  Department — see  notice  on  p.  65. 

The  British  Industries  Fair,  1917,  was  held  at  the  Victoria  and  Albert 
Museum  and  the  Imjierial  Institute,  London,  from  26th  February  until 
9th  March.  Concurrently  with  the  London  Fair,  a  Fair  was  held  at 
Glasgow.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  hold  a  Fair  every 
year.
